While operatives are pursuing this 


clue and are also investigating the. 
history of the 38 calibre Colt revolver 
which has been traced from the fac- 
tory to the state armory at Toledo, 
Ohio, Mrs. Buzzi paces the floor of 
her cell, alternately raging and weep- 
ing. 


When she learned of the statement 


made by Harry Shidrowltz who with 
Nicholas Fuelner, a farmer, was the 
last person to see the death car on 
the evening of the murder, Mrs. Buz- 
zi became frantic. 


"I saw Schneider's car moving out 


toward Clason Point road about 4:30 
o'clock," Shidrowitz had said. "Anna 
Buzzi 
was 
driving. We did 
not 


speak." 


"He's 
a liar—he's a liar," the 


woman shrieked. 


Detectives are seeking the owner 


of a woman's glove found in the back 
seat of Schneider's car, although the 
importance of this clue is mitigated 
by the fact that it may have been put 
there months before the murder. 


Police have abandoned all theories 


except that of wilful murder.
